We, the undersigned members of the Select Committee, appointed 
to consider and report on the Hindu Religious Institutions Bill, have 
considered the Bill clause by clause and beg to submit this our 


REPORT . 


1. The Bill was published in the Gazette Extraordinary dated the 
4th March 1950 . 

2. We are of opinion that the Bill máy be adopted sobject to the

I regret my inability to subscribe to the view that person hold 
ing ko elective or executive post in a communal organisation should 
be disqualified to be chosen as a member of the Devaswom Board as 
contemplated in clause 7 (vi) of the Bill. According to me no salutary 
principle is involved in retaining this provision as in the case of per 
sans holding elective or executive post in a political organisation . This 
provision , if retained will disable a person holding an elective or exe 
cutive post in a Hindu organisation from becoming a member of the 
Devaswom Boerd .

I agree with the majority report of the Select Committee on the 
Hindu Religious Institutions Bili subject to the following objection . 

Under Section 9 ( 1) of the Bill a member of the Devaswom Board 
may be removed from office on the ground ofmisbehaviour or incapa 
city by the High Court on an application made to it by the Advocate 
General or a person interested having obtained the consent in writing 
of the Advocate-Genera). 

While retaining these two grounds for removal of a member of the 
Board I want to add to them . third one pamely the causing of con 
muoal strife by propaganda in any shape or form by members of the 
Board From the bitter experience of the last few months in the 
social and political life of the State I am constrained to suggest this 
amendment and I am definitely of opinion that the greqiness of the 
Hindo religion and the spirit of the Indian Constitution demand this 
addition ,

Any legislation of this kind which will have far reaching conse 
quences on all aspects of life of a great community of hoary past and 
a majestio culture onparalleled in history can be undertaken only after 
due deliberations and consultations with the generality of the public 
of that community . And when it is realised that ihe present Bill 
alfects fundamental rights and privileges of & community forming over 
60 per cent of the population of the State certainly it bas to be con 
ceded that it assumes a supremo national importance and significance 
which will never in the leaat justify the great hurry.burry with which 
unfortunately this Bill has to rush through under present and ninayoid 
able circumstances. I am constrained to renuark therefore that I agree 
to this Bill only as a very temporary nieasure to be immediately fol 
lowed by all necessary steps for an adequate and permanent legislation . 
And even in this temporary legislation I find it difficult to appreciate 
the logic , if any , underlying the provision that only those who have 
attained the age of 35 can be elected or nominated to the Board , when, 
as recognised by our Constitution anyone who is 25 can become the 
Primo Minister of India aud undertake the immense responsibility of 
guiding the destinics of crores of people and mould our foreigu policy 
and control our relations with the pations and powers of the world . 
A member of the Devaswori Board can at best have the power and 
authority of only managing a few lakhs of rupees and that without 
deviating from or in anyway interfering with the existiug rituals, 
observances and ceremonies . The age limit therefore should not be 
placed above 25. I intend move an amendment to this effect when 
the Bill as adopted by the Select Committee will come ap for consi 
dcration in the Asaen bly ,

It is because I differ fundamentally from some of the provisions fil 
and the principle underlying this piece of legislation that I am compel 
ted to write this pioute of dissent . Though there are many miaor 
points on which I am not able to accept the majority view I do not pro 
pose to make mention of theo hcre , 

The pripoiple which the sponsors of the Bill seem and profese to 
bave in view is that the adıninistration of the Devasivoms should be 
takon out of the parview of politics. This is a sound privciple . But 
the provisions in this regard inaluded in the Bill, diz , close 7 whereby 
a person who is a member of Parliarraut or of a State Legislature is 
disqualified frora being chosen a momhor of the Dayaswom Board , doos 
00 $ by itself achieve the object so long as the provisions that one of the 
members is to be chosen by the Hindus in the legislature and another 
by the Ilindus in the Council of Ministers stand, if the profossed aim 
of the sponsors of the Bill is to be achieved a purely non -political 
electorate abould be created to choose the merabers of tbe Board , IL 
is argued that this cannot be done unless the Covenact is uniended and 
that amandient of the Covenant would involxe tbe consent of the 
parties and would therefore take time. If this argument is advanoed 
in einestness , then the fact can be stated in the preinc ble of the Bill. 
The Government can , besides, make a declaration of their inteotion to 
take immediate action to get the Covenant amended , Government do 
pot seem to be prepared to do so . They feel that would reduce the 
preserit Bill to the position of an interiin legislatior . What I strongly 
bold is that this can , at best, be only an interim stop gap rrangement, 
This Bill is an ill - conceived measure full of ang polles aud inconsistan 
cies. It is the politicians of the legislature who are to elect one 
merober of the Board . It is the Ministers owing allegiance to the 
Party in power who are to noninate another. Certuinly political cor 
siderations will outweigh all other considerations in the choice by these 
people, of the two members. To thuse who have been following the 
trend of happenings in this Stale in recentmonths it must be abondantly 
char that the new provisions included in this Bill , which do not fiad a 
place in the two Hindu Religious Institutions Ordinances passed in 
August 1949 eod Hebruary 295.j onder which the Dayaswom Boards 
were al cted and made to function , have their root in power politics 
and narrow personal prejndices. An amendment to clause 7, sub 
clauec ( vii) moved at the instance of and accepted by the sponsors 
of the Bill to the effect that a person holding an elective or exe 
cutive post in any connuvial organisation (which bus nothing to do 
with politics) shall be disqualified to be chosen as a member of the 
Devaswom Board very clearly bears this fact out This provision is 
meant not only to keep out all Hindu Social and Religious workers but 
also to discourage and prevent, if possible all attempts at consolidating 
the Hindus and eradicating the caste system which has been the bane 
of Hindu Society. A wire flagrant jastance of wilial disregard of 
Hindu ip $ xato, it is hard to tod.

An official amendment to incinde, tbe likely causing of commupal 
hatred by any action of themembers of the Devaswom Board , in the 
definition ol miscondust in clause 9, was rejected by a majority of 
the inembers of Select Committee . But it ie noteworthy that the 
Chief Minister and Sri C. Narayana Pillai voted for the clause . 

Themost patont ipetarce of the real intentions of the aponsors of 
the Bill is found in clause 131 (wrongly numbered 133 in the Draft 
Bill) sub clause (3 ). This puts an end to the terms of the present 
Boards. Ordinance IX of 1949 under which the members of the pre 
sent Boards were elected or nominated prescribed four years as their 
term of office. Srdipanco I of 1950 specifically stated that the Board 
constituted under Ordinance IX of 1949 will continue for their full 
term of four years. 

A draft prepared by the Government and placed 
bsfore the members of the two Devaswom Boards for joint discugation 
contained a similar provißion . Usual practice in cases where any such 
body is constituted yoder au Ordinance which is subsequently validated 
by an act is to allow the body to continue for the period stipulated in the 
Ordinance. What is done in the present Bill is deliberator and not 
consistent with the dignity of any Government. Legislators who cau 
rise above petty prejudices ought to see that this unworthy o !ause is 
rejected . 

Apart from the merits or demerits of the provisions of this Bill, 
I should state that this is a measure which affects the most vital inte 
rests of the Hindua in this State . Though it is more than eight months 
since the first Ordinance came into force nothing was done by the 
Government to ascertain the views of the Hinda public in this regara . 
Everybody who keeps alert will admit that the manner of presentation 
and the contents of this Bill have bzcome the desp concern of the Hindu 
public , Goveroment seem not to care at ali for what the Hindu 
public thinks of ihis Bill, In tbis matter they seem to be guided more 
by what others want then by the views of the nofortquate Hindus who 
ejen today forms th a bull of the population here. I take this occasion 
to waru the Government against proceeding with this Bill in this 
fashion . They should withdraw this Bill, ascertain Hindu public opie 
vion and the drait and present to the Assembly another Bill in ac 
cordance with the wish of the Hivdus . It is easy to make other 
interim arrangements for a few months during which ibis cau bo 
dine. 

Ifhowever theGovernment are bent apa pushing this Bill through 
the Assembly, it is the duty of themembers to see that all objectionable 
featurog are expunged from it.

Clause of the Bill prescribes that a Member of the Board 

may 

be 
removed from office on the ground of proved misbehaviour or incapa 
city . The word misbehaviour in the context in which it is used may 
perhaps be taken to nego misbehaviour in respect to the management 
of the affairs of the Devaswom and in his official capacity as a Member 
of the Board . But I think that having regard to the conditions in the 
State , activities intended or likely to endanger communal barmony or 
which tend to promote Icelings of entity or hatred between different 
classes of citizens in the State should be treated as a misbehaviour the 
commission of which will render the Member liable for removal from 
the Board , An explanation to this effect at tbo foot of sub -clause ( 1) of 
clause 9 will serve the purpose . 

Likewise, in the case of misbehaviour of the nature mentioned 
above the right to app for the consent of the. Advocate -General to 
move the High Court for the removal of a member of the Board should 
not be confined to merabers of the Hindu community alone but should 
vest with every citizen of the State. A provision to this effact also 
should be made under clause 9 of the Bill. I am not upsware of the 
fact that exciting communal hatred and enmity ja ao offence under the 
Penel Code bat I consider it so essential to maintain unimpaired the 
loug tradition of mutual tolerance and good will between the different 
religious and communities in this state that I would prefer to have a 
provision to this effect blazoncd right across the track as a reminder to 
the unwary and & signal to the incautious,

I was not able to persuade ng colleagues on the Select Committee 
to my view that clause 15 and claus 74 should be deleted and that 
clause 24 should be modified .

Clause 15 ( 1) reads thas : - Subject to the nrovisions of Chapter III 
of this part, all rigbts, authority and jurisdiction belonging to or exor 
cised by the Ruler of Travancore prior to the first day of July 1919 in 
respect of Devaswoms and Hiada Raliginis Bolownents shall rest in 
and be cxercised by the Board in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act. " 

Tbis clange occurs as section 15 in Ordinanco No. 9 of 1124 and 
Ordinance No. 1 of 1950. This section had given room to the inter 
pretation that the Devaswon Board has all the rights, authority and 
jurisdiction of His Liyhness the Maharaja of Travancore and they 
could not be controlled by the Legislature or anybody else. 

Anyway section 15 (1) of the Ordinances and clause 15 (1) of the 
Bill aro not warranted by the Covocant. Article VIII ( C ) of the 
Covenant orals with the administration of the Duvaswoms and Hindu 
Religious Enduwments by tbe Travancore Devaswom Board . The 
relevant portion of the article reads liko this : 


* The administration of "the incorporated and unincorporated 
Devaswoms and of Hindu Religious Institutions and Endowments and 
all their properties and lands as well as the fund constituted under the 
Devaswom Proclamation etc ...... which are under management of 
the Ruler of the caycounting State of Travancore etc ........... sball 
with effect from the first day of Angost 1949 best in a Board kaown 
by the name of the Travancore Duvas rom Bosrd " . 

From this it la evident that it is only the administration of 
the aforesaid institutions onder the munagament of the Ruler of 
Travancore that vest in the Travancore Devaswom Board . Nowhere 
is it said that they muy he administered by the Devaswom Board with 
all the rights, authority and jurisdiction that belonged to or that was 
exorcised by the Ruler of Travancore prior to the first day of July 1949. 
Moreover article VIII ( C ) contemplates only the testing in the Devas 
wom Board , the administration of institutions etc., which are mader 
the management of the Ruler of Travancore. It does not provide for 
future contingencies where the Board can assume management of 
institutione. 

If the present Bill is enacted on the strength of the Covenant 
this is clearly beyoni the scope of the Covenant . A right which is 
not conferred by the Covenant, if we are limited by that document, 
cannot be conferred on the Boart by a legislative measure. If we 
are not limited by the Covenant and are legislating on the strength 
of the sovereignty of the legislature there is ao reason to invoker 
" the right, authority and jurisdiction exercised by the Ruler of 
Travancore " . 

This Bill comprisog of two things . One is the administration of 
the incorporated and unincorporated Devaswoms and the adminis 
tration of the Hindu Religioas Endowments. ** Already in Travancora 
and Cochin there are legis ative enactments dealing with the Hindu 
Religious Endowments. They are Act III of 1079 in Travancoro and 
Aut I of 1081 in Cochin , 

The present Bill is introduced in order to provide for tho ad 
ministration of the Devaswoms which were upder the control and 
management of the two sovereigns of the State of Travancore and 
Cochin , on their ceasing to have ruling power in the States . Unless a 
egislative enactment draws up a scheme for the mangement of these 
Devaswoms on the cessatioa of the management by the two rolers we 
would be leaving these ancient pagodas and their vast property to God 
and anarchy. Unless the legislature steps into provide for the proper 
management of the Devaswoms by filling up the gap left by the rulers 
of the States it would be a grog dereliction of duty on the part of the 
State which has got a duty to protect trusts. This duty was known as 
a peren s patrioe in English Law and Malkoims in this part of the 
country . Even the civil courts have been ingrstad with the right to 
interfere on behalf of the beneficiaries and drew up schemes where 
public trusts are concerned , 
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This right to interfere on behalf of the beneficiaries was exaroised 
by the Hindu and Muslima sovereigns in India and later on by the 
British , 


So this legislature has got inherent authority for passing this Bill 
hy virtue of the sovereignty that has been inherited from the Rolers of 
Travancore and Cochio and inherent in the people. Thas without 
reference to the Covenaat and ønacting clanse 15 this legislatura cang 
confer the necessary power on the Board . Clause 15 can be mis . 
chievous . The Maharaja of Travancore issued a Proclamation in 1079 
by which under section 9 no suit can be instituted in any civil court 
for anything done in relation to the Devaswoms and their properties 
b fore the Proclamations and for anything done or purporting to ba 
dona in pursuance of that Proclamation . If the Travancore Devaswom 
Boaril is to furction as the Ruler of Travancore prior to July 1, 1949 
I am afinid they may advance the right to issue Proclamations periu 
dically and place themselves beyond the reach of the civil courts. 

The one ruason put forward by my friends for retaining clause 15 
was that less that clanse is there there will be doubt about the 
validity of clause 37 dealing with the assumption of management of 
Hindu Religious Endowments by the Board . Clause 37 is section 5 
of Act ILI of 1079 . 

In gection 5 of Act III of 1079 instes i of the Board assuming 
management it was provided that the Sirkar may aesume manage 
ment. In section 5 (C ) and (D ) instead of the Ruler of Travancore 
the word Sirkar was ased . Act III of 1079 was an enactinent of the 
Travancore Legislature . That shows that the legislatore, as early as 
1079, had the power to ecact & mea are , providing for the assumption 
of management of Hindu Religious Endowments. The agency contem 
plated in Aut. III of 1079.was the Sirkar. Today the State being 4 
gecular one we are envisaging a Hindu Board as the agency for 
assuming Ilindu Religious Endowiuents. The appropriate change 
bas buen made in the agency whicb musk assume the management . 
Section 35 A of tho Madras Hindu Religious Act 1927 ( Act II of 
1927 ) coafers on the Board a power waich is almost as good as the 
aşsızınption ofmanagement contemplated under clause 37 of the Bill, 
So for the sake of clause 37 it is not necessary 

to introduce 
clange 15. 

Above all thrase the rights ,authority and jurisdictiou exercised by 
the two rulers befyre July 1 , 1949, leaves things in a vague and un 
duined manner . That is not safe and proper in a legislative 
measure, 

Congidering all these points clause 15 and its counter part clause 
74 are not only unnecessary but mischievous. They are unwarranted 
by the covenant. So they must be deleted 
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CLAUSB 24 
Cladire 24 deals with the contribution from the Devaswom fund 
to the educational aplift , economic and cultural betterment of the 
Hindo community. The Hindu comuniky valike other religions 
communities consists of castes and communities which show great 
difference in their economic , social aod educational developnents . 
So for the growth of a homogeneous Hindu society it is necessary that 
the backwardness of certain communities created by social, cultura), 
educational and economic backwardness nast be elimipated . Lu ordor 
to achieve that wbat money tho Devaswom cau spare mus : be parti 
colarly concentrated for eliminating the backwardarss of such people . 
Even the Indian Constitution based on equality of opportunity makes 

elaborate provisiona for concentrating the energies of the State for the 
minplift cf the economically, edueitionally and socially backward clases . 

Article 340 envisagea special grants for the same being made. Thut 
being so it is only proper, necessary and expedient that what surplus 
we can spare ont of the devaswom fund should be diverted and con 
centrated for the uplift of the classes in the Hindu community which 
were for centuries tept suppreeged socially , econonically and educa 
tionally . Unless what money the devaswomn can spare is specially and 
apecifically edrmarked for the backward classes, it may be spent on the 
more fortunate sections in the Hindu community. 

Of course in all communities and castes there are poor leople who 
cannot partake of the benefits of education and the gifts of cilturo 
because of poverty. But that is a large and wide problem whicb is 
beyond the scope of the present Bill . Taken by classes and con 
mwities certain classes and commnaities as such ure socially backward , 
That is because tbe generality of the people of those commusities are 
backward educationally and economically. Hence it becomes impera 
five that such communities roust be given special help in order to 
eliminate the social backwardness of that community resulting from 
educational and economic backwardness. Hence without leaving to 
the fancy of the gentlemen who beconio members of the Davaswom 
Bard from time to time it is necessary that we make special provisi 
ons and earmark the money that the devaswom cau spare for the 
uplift of the backward classes.

SOHEDULE II, 


( See SEOTIONS 5 AND 64) . 


1. The person commigsioned by the Raj Pramukh to preside over 
the meeting for the election of a member to the Board (hereinafter in 
these rules referred to as the Chairman ) shall fix the date, the time and 
the place for the prekentation of nomination papers , 

2. The Chairman shall be present on the date and at the time and 
place fixed by him for the receipt of nomination papers. 

3. Apy Hindu member of the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Travancore-Cochin may nominate a duly qualified person who is not 
subject to 80y disqualification for election as the member of the Board 
by delivering to the Chairman between the hours fixed by the Chair 
man for the receipt of domination papers a nomination paper signed by 
the proposer and another Hindu member of the Legislative Assembly 
of the State of Travancore-Cochin as seconder and stating 

(a ) the name of the person nominated , and 

(b ) that the proposer has ascertained that the person nominated 
by him is willing to serve as a member of the Board if elected . 

4. Any member who has been dominated may withdraw his candi 
dature at any time before the Legislative Assembly proceeds to hold 
the election , 

5. The Chairman shall, before conducting the election , read out to 
the Hinda members of the Legislative Assembly , the names of the 
members who have been duly nominated together with those of their 
proposers and seconders,and if only one member has been so nominated 
shall declare that member to be duly elected as the member of the 
Board . If more than one member has been so dominated , the Hindu 
members of the Legislative Assembly shall proceed to elect the member : 
to the Board by ballot on the same day or on another day to be fixed 
by the person commissioned by the Raj Pramukh , 

6. For the purpose of rule 5, a meraber shall not be deemed to have 
been duly nominated or be entitled to vote if he and his proposer and 
seconder have not taken the oath and signed the register of members 
of the Legislative Assembly . 

7. Where only two candidates are nominated for eléction as the 
tuember to tbe Board, the candidate who obtains at the ballot the 
larger number of votes shall be declared elected by the Chairman . If 
they obtain an equalnumber of votes , the election shall be by the draw . 
ing of lots . 

8. Where more than two candidates have been nominated for 
election 

as the member of the Board and at the first ballot no candidate 
obtains more votes than the aggregate voter obtained by the other 
candidates, the candidate who has obtained the smallest nouber 
of votes shall be excluded from the election , and ballotting shall 
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proceed , the candidate obtaining the smallest number of votes at each 
ballot being excladed from the election until one candidate obtains more 
votes than the retaining candidate or than the aggregate votes of the 
remaining candidates as the case may be, and such candidate shall be 
deolared elected . 

9. Where at any ballot any of three or more candidates obtain an 
equalnumber of votes and one of them has to be excluded from the 
election qoder rule 7, the determination as between the candidates 
whose votes are equal of the candidate who is to be excluded shall ke by 
the drawing of lots. Where there is an equality of votes between the 
only two candidates remaining after exclusion , the determination ag 
between theiu as to who sbogld be excluded shall be by the drawing 
of lots
